CHILDCARE DISREGARD EXPLAINED 


~What it means 

From October 1994, childcare costs up to £40* would 
be taken into account when assessing families 
entitlement to Family Credit, Disability Working 
Allowance, Housing Benefit or Council Tax . 
*(Increased to £60 in April 1996) 

ie, A family with a weekly take home earnings of 
£100 a week and spending £40 per week on registered 
childcare, will be treated as if they are taking home 
£60 meaning that they could then receive more 
benefit. 


~-Who is entitled to claim? 

-Lone parents who are working 16 hours or more 
-couples where both are working 16 hours or more 
-couples where one is working 16 hours or more and 
the other is incapacitated and receiving incapacity 
benefits (including Attendance Allowance, DLA and 
invalidity benefit) 

This may also mean that families currently earning 
over the limit for Family Credit may be entitled to 
claim. 


+Conditions/Limitations 


-Only applies where the charges are incurred for a 
child under 11 who is looked after by a registered 
childcare provider. 

-will not benefit those families currently on maximum 
Family Credit.

The scheme is being run by Westminster College, in 
Oxford, but meetings between mentors and lone 
parents will take place at suitable local venues.

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THE RESOURCE CENTRE 


The Oxfordshire Mental Health Centre is a place 
where you can come and talk about your problems. 
People contact us for a variety of reasons: it might be 
because they are caring for someone, because they are 
feeling low or because they are experiencing severe 
mental distress. 
One in four people will suffer from mental health 
problems at some point in their lives and roughly one 
in ten will seek medical help. 
Mental health problems can affect people at any time 
in their lives and as well as working with people 
suffering from illnesses such as schizophrenia and 
manic depression, we also work with people who 
have been bereaved, who are stressed, who need 
support over specific issues such as relationship 
breakdowns, unemployment, physical illness and 
many other things. 
We are an independent advice and information centre 
which is open to anyone with any interest in mental 
health and we provide advice on all aspects of mental 
health, including self help groups, complementary 
therapies, medication, legal issues, benefits, coming to 
terms with sexual abuse, eating problems, 
bereavement, day care and counseling. 
We also have Asian and African Caribbean Mental 
Health Development Workers who specifically focus 
on the needs of the Asian and African Caribbean 
communities. 
Their role is to improve the mental health services 
available to Black and Asian communities by making 
them more accessible and culturally sensitive. 
If you wish to see one of the workers please ring up to 
make an appointment. They can also talk in Punjabi 
and Urdu. 
The other service the centre provides is 'Allies Mental 
Health Advocacy' which is a single issue crisis 
advocacy service for patients at Littlemore and 
Warneford hospitals. 
The advocates visit the hospital wards every week 
and are available to support patients in voicing their 
concerns, needs and preferences. 
They can also help patients find out where to get the 
information they need.

BACK TO WORK 


Are you on Income Support and about to start anew 
job? 
Have you been out of work for 6 months or more? 
If the answer to these questions is yes, then you may 
be able to benefit from the Housing Benefit and 
Council Tax Benefit Extended Payments Scheme. If 
you qualify, it means an extra four weeks of Housing 
Benefit and Council Tax Benefit, irrespective of your 
earnings. This could help remove any worries about 
paying the rent in the first few weeks of coming off 
Income Support. 
All claims must be made within seven days of 
Income Support stopping, so if you think you may 
qualify, don’t delay. 
To make a claim, pick up form NHP1-EP from your 
Job Centre or local Social Security Office and ensure 
that it is completed and returned within the seven 
days allowed. 
You may still qualify for Housing Benefit and Council 
Tax Benefit after the Extended Payment runs out. 
This must be claimed in the usual way from Oxford 
City Council on their claim form. 
We have a range of leaflets in the Farmhouse, 
Nightingale Avenue, which explain this and many 
other benefits. You are welcome to drop in at any 
time during opening hours and pick up a leaflet.

ON FRY’S HILL 


CAN YOU HELP WITH NAMES? 


The new housing at Fry’s Hill includes 2 
sheltered housing schemes and the community 
centre for older people. 


New Housing Association homes are now being built 
at Greater Leys, consisting of 565 dwellings 


All the homes will be built to a very high standard. FARMSTEAD MANAGEMENT GROUP 


They will have full central heating and will be well 
insulated, which will mean low fuel bills. The elderly 
person housing will also have a number of special 
features including communal entry systems, 
connection to the Community Alarm service, fitted 
kitchens and customised aids and adaptations. 

In addition to the high quality housing, the leisure 
and welfare needs of elderly people will also be 
catered for. £500,000 is being spent on the 
construction of a purpose-built Centre for elderly 
people. The Centre will give opportunities for leisure 
and recreation for all sections of the elderly 
community as well as providing a base for bringing 
services, including care and support, to people where 
they live. The flats will be available from the middle 
of 1997, and should all be let by early 1998. 
Applications are invited now for interested people, 
who must either be existing Council tenants or 
registered on the housing waiting list. 

Help will be given towards the removal expenses of 
elderly people who vacate larger houses to move to 
smaller accommodation and those who have to leave 
sub-standard accommodation. 

Showhomes will be opening soon so that people can 
view the development before accepting an offer, and 
staff from the City Council and Housing Associations 
will be available to help will all aspects of moving.

Burglary, vandalism, drugs, domestic violence, 
harassment, dangerous driving - all things residents 
at Blackbird Leys have sadly experienced in recent 
months. 

There is no evidence to suggest that these problems 
are any worse at Blackbird Leys than in many other 
parts of Oxford or other cities, but the size and nature 
of the new housing association development is bound 
to attract publicity, and the impact of crime and anti- 
social behaviour on individuals and the community 
can be devastating. 


Three Clear Messages 
Staff from the Blackbird Leys consortium of housing 


associations have been working on a response to these 
problems, and some messages are already very clear; 
# everyone with an interest in the future of Blackbird 
Leys community agrees that crime and anti-social 
behaviour is unacceptable and must be tackled and 
wherever possible, stamped out. 

%* residents rightly look to the housing associations 
which own and manage the new homes at Blackbird 
Leys to lead the local fight against crime and anti- 
social behaviour 

* crime and anti-social behaviour can only be tackled 
effectively with the active involment and co-operation 
of everyone in the community 


A Safe Estate 

These are the principles on which the associations are 
building a strategy to tackle these problems. At the 
heart of this strategy will be efforts to have a ‘Safe 
Estate Agreement’ for Blackbird Leys, between the 
housing associations, City Council , Police and 
residents. The agreement will bring together the 
responsibilities and powers of all the agencies to make 
sure that if there is a serious problem it can be dealt 
with quickly and decisively by a combined effort. 


Pulling Together 
Because partnership and co-operation are critical in 


tackling crime and anti-social behaviour, the housing 
associations are keen to find and build solutions as 
part of the work on residents involvement and 
community development at Blackbird Leys. 
Residents must be assured that the housing 
associations will take notice of concerns and 
suggestions which are communicated via the various 
groups and forums at Blackbird Leys, and feel 
confident and safe about reporting incidents to the 
associations. 

Watch future issues of Leys News for reports on 
progress with the strategy and for what YOU can do 
to help keep Blackbird Leys safe.

TRANSFERS 


The agreement with Oxford City Council allows the 
Associations to use a quarter of the re-lets at Fry’s Hill 
and Greater Leys for existing tenants needing a 
transfer. To qualify for a transfer you need to be in 
one of the following situations: 
* seriously overcrowded 
* underoccupying - that is the house/ flat is too big for 
you and your family 
* suffering from harassment 
Unless the situation is very serious you will also need 
to have a clear rent account. 
If you want to move and think you will qualify to go 
on the transfer list please contact your housing 
association for a form. If you need to move and don’t 
fit into one of the groups you should discuss the 
situation with your housing officer.
